ABRAMS — The fates which guide the destinies of great cities 


and little villages must surely have had something planned for 
th* off-the-beaten-trail community of Oconto County. Somehow, 


it is still there, tucked away and nearly forgotten 
by the world which revolves—come what may. 


Drowsily now, Abrams shows signs of stir- 


ring from a long lethargy which let the world 
pass it by just as it is by-passed, at gunshot 
distance, by highways 41 and 141.

most populous counties in the state (except 
Milwaukee County) with a modern county 
government form are considerable enough 
to offer some hope of success.

A Few Minutes With the Family ... 


'Good Night, Sweet Princess' 
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Fox Valley Was 'Happy Hunting Ground' for 
British Army Recruiter During War of 1812 


Ca-Ta He-Cas-Sa-Black Hoof

Wisconsin, especially the Fox Valley, 150 years 


ago was the happy hunting grounds for the British 
military-recruiter Robert Dickson. The fruits of his 
efforts in the number of Menommee, Winnebago Pot- 
awatomi, Kkkapoo and Ottawa braves he rallied to 
the Union Jack, played a major part in the success the 
British had in keeping the Northwest Territory loyal 
to the crown in the War of 1812. 


In fact, if the Treaty of Ghent that ended the 


war had been decided in the field rather than at the 
conference table with European considerations out- 
weighing American realities, Wisconsin, Michigan and 
Minnesota would have been a part of Canada Thanks 
to Dickson and the Wisconsin Indians, American arms 
had very poor luck on this front. 


Fur Competition 


The story of the Wisconsin "campaign" in the 


War of 1812 is told by Reginald Horsman in the 
autumn issue of the "Wisconsin Magazine of History "* 
Horsman places the reason for the British success 
at the door of the fur trading competition in the area 
between the English combine of British and French- 
Indian trappers and the American employees of John 
Jacob Astor. 


The Revolutionary War made hardly a ripple on 


the surface of events in this area, but as the newly- 
mdependent colonists started moving west they began 
to encroach on the preserves of the great Shawnee 
Chief Tecumseh. 


When Tecumsch and his brother The Prophet at- 


tempted to form their confederation of tribes their 
envoys to Wisconsin created considerable interest 
among the Winnebagoes. 


President Thomas Jefferson held off the War 
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Hawks during his administration despite the indigni- 
ties suffered by the nation at the hands of England 
on the high seas; but when Congress convened in 
November of 1811, the War Hawks would not be 
turned back. However, the nation's unpreparedness 
caused debate in Congress to be prolonged until June 


- 18, when war was declared. 


England was busy strengthening her hold on the 


Northwest Territory. The field was open to them. 
The U.S. had no forts in the confines of Wisconsin 
and the major settlements here, Prairie du Chien and 
Green Bay, were tied by their trapping interests to 
England. The two great British fur companies the 
North West and the South West companies, started 
recruiting their trappers for defense in 1811. 


The Indians, apprised by Tecumseh of the Amer- 


icans' push westward, were ready for similar recruit- 
ment and Dickson—one of the area's foremost trap- 
pers—was on hand to assist them on choosing the 
British side.

He distributed considerable supplies, to tribes 


along the upper Mississippi, and in making his .way 
across Wisconsin on the Wisconsin-Fox waterway he 
obtained pledges of 25<Tto 300 braves to the British 
cause, if they were needed. He T»as ordered to bring 
these forces to the Mackinac area by June 30. He dis- 
patched some 130 Menpminees and Winnebagoes to 
Amherstburg, east of Detroit, where they arrived JuJy 
8, the day certain news arrived of the declaration of 
war. 


Thanks to Dickson's Indians, the first summer of 


the war was disastrous to America. Mackinac fell July 
17. On Aug. 15, forces withdrawing from Fort Dear- 
born—the site of the future Chicago—were massacred 
by braves from Milwaukee and on the following day 
G«n. William Hull was stampeded into surrendering 
Detroit. Only Fort Madison ;n Iowa, under seige by

In the fall of 1812, Dickson set up headquarters in 


Green Bay and called on tribes from throughout the 
region including forces under Black Hawk to assemble 
at the fort to serve as reinforcements for drives into 
Indiana and Ohio. 


Camp on Island 


By fall of 1813, Dickson had sent 1,400 to 1,500 


braves into battle. During the winter of 1813-14, he 
set up camp on Garlic Island in Lake Winnebago 
where disaster nearly ended his efforts as short sup- 
plies and a hard winter diminished gome of the braves' 
war spirit. Supplies sent in the nick of time by Dick- 
son's partner, John Lawe of Green Bay, held their 
loyalty in hand. 


Dickson left the territory in 1814, but his braves 


and a terribly accurate gunner. James Keating, suc- 
cessfully threw back American counterattacks — in- 
cluding an attempt by Maj. .Zachary Taylor to re- 
establish control around Prairie du Chien—during the 
summer and fall. 


As another winter closed in. the British and the 


Indians continued in complete control of the terri- 
tory and the all-important Wisconsin-Fox waterway 
but Britain was embarrassed on the high «eas and 
the eastern Great Lakes and she was tired of being 
tied up in a war with a former colony after defeating 
the mighty Napoleon. 


On Dec. 24: 18H, the treaty was signed with no 


territorial changes, and the Indians that Robert Dick- 
son, the big, red-headed, Scot trapper, had recruited 
were left to wait the advent of the American pioneer 
and the sound of the axe that marked an end of an 
era and a beginning of a new time.

Yes, February 14 was Valentine's Day But for 


just about every red-blooded American bo> it was 
also the day in 1918 that launched a new era of imag- 
inative adventure. 


Six years before, a prolific writer named Edgar 


Rice Burroughs had given the public its first taste 
of Tarzan when some of his stones were published 
serially But these bizarre tales of jungle thrills really 
came to life on Feb 14, 1918, when "Tarzan of the 
Apes ' was first released This was a silent film of a 
different sort Not too many would even remember 
the actor's name for that first Tarzan (I believe it was 
Elmo Lincoln ) And memory is not too sharp on who 
portrayed Tarzan in his various incarnations (among 
them. Buster Crabbe Herman Bra Lex Barker Gor 
don Stott and Jock Mahoney) 


But I was one of the lucky ones a 12-year old when 


the greatest of them all-Johnnj Weismuller—(with 
the help of sound tracks to record Tarzan's blood- 
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curdling battle cry, and Maureen 0 Sulbvan as Jane) 
hurtled through the tree tops on 'vines" and cut- 
swam the snapping crocodiles in Tarzan s jungle 
world.
